The Empress Frederick, though 
to the government she wa-s only 
Countess Lingen, was recognized by 
the Qeraian and British embassies 
when in Paris in 1891. The einpress 
of Afutria calls herself countess of 
Hohenembs; the Einpress Eugenie, 
Comtesse de Pierteponda, the medi- 
eval stronghold which she had re- 
stored. If you meet the countess of 
Toledo on your travels yo-u will know 
that she is Isabella II., once queen 
of Spain; the duchess of Castro is 
ex-Queen Sophie of the two Sicilies;

One of the first monarchs to use an 
assumed name on bis travels was Em- 
peror Jo«?ph II., who appeared in 
Paris in 1777 as Count Falkenstein; 
Paul I. of Russia, while crown prince, 
Tisit»d the city under the style of 
Comte dn Nora. Lome X^1II. in 
exile called himaelf Comte de Lille;
